Harvey=Walterson—Wilson Con- 
troversy Chief Topic of Day 


Underwood Grows Strong—lIt 
Is Generally Conceded That 
Gov. Wilson Has Brought On 
an Unnecessary Complication 
by Position He Has Taken.

Washington, D. C., January 18.-—- 
(Special.)—The political sensation of 
the day is the embroglio between 
George Harvey, editor of Harper's 
Weekly, and Henry Watterson on the 
one side and Woodrow Wilson on the 
other. 

It is the talk of Washington and 
the excitement created during the 
meeting of the national democratic 
committee by the publication of Wood- 
row Wilson's letter to Adrian Joline, 
bitterly attacking William J. Bryan, 
is mild as compared with this develop- 
ment. 

The universal sentiment here is that 
Governor Wilson will have to do some 
very adroit explaining to regain the 
prestige his candidacy has undoubt- 
edly lost by this controversy. 

That Bryan Letter. 

It will be recalled that the Joline 
fettér was written by Governor Wil- 
son, then president of Princeton, in 
reply to the receipt by him of a pam- 
phiet publication of an address by 
Adrian Joline in the west several 
years ago. Joline was then at the 
head of the reorganization of the Mis- 
sourt & Texas Pacific railroad and 
in this address made an appeal for 
conservatism in order that business 
might be readjusted to a normal 
basis. President Wilson, in thanking 
Mr. Joline for his address, expressed 
the fervent hope that something may 
be done “in a dignified way” to en- 
compass the political crucifixion of 
William J. Bryan. 

At the Jackson day banquet here two 
weeks ago all eyes were turned on 
Bryan and Wilson to see the effect 
of the publication of the letter, which 
appeared that day in the Washington 
newspapers, and which evidently was 
new to Bryan. If, however, the lat- 
ter felt any resentment, he did not 
show it. On the other hand, when 
Governor Wilson spoke at the ban- 
quet that night he went out of his 
way to pay glowing tribute to Mr. 


“Bryan, stating that many things had }{ 


happened in the past among demo- 
crats which should bring about “mu- 
tual apologies.” He looked at Mr. 
Bryan and smiled and Mr. Bryan 
looked at Governor Wilson and smiled. 
That was the nearest reference made 
to the letter. 

Then when Mr. Bryan followed, he 
proceeded to glorify Governor Wilson. 
And that was the situation at the close 
of the banquet. ° 

Those on the inside say Mr. Bryan 
went out of his way to conceal his 
resentment, but that he felt bitter 
over the letter. 

Gossip ef the Capital. 

Indoubtedly the publication of that 
letter did Governor Wilson's presi- 
dential candidacy no good, to say the 
least of it, and scarcely before he has 
had time to recover from the bad ef- 
fects of the episode the Harvey inci- 
dent throws the other on a sidetrack 
and becomes the biggest political 
topic of the day in Washington. Ev- 
erybody is enquiring as-to the effect 
and the universal consensus of opin- 
fon is that it means trouble, and t 
worst part of it is that even Gover- 
nor Wilson’s friends think that it 
brings on a complication that was 
entirely unnecessary. 

One of the chief surprises of the 
controversy is the fact that Wilson 
loses the support of Henry atterson 
and The Courier-Journal. Following 
George Harvey and Harper's Weekly, 
Watterson took up Governor Wilson's 
candidacy for the presidency long ago 
~—-indeed he was one of the pioneers in 
the movement—and it was believed 
that The Courier-Journal would be a 
leader in his cause in the south. It 
is now regarded as certain that both 
bave ieft Governor Wilson and Mr. 
Watterson has not hesitated to ex- 
press himself in private conversation 
as of the opinion that Wilson's nomi- 
nation would cost the party the elec- 
tion this fall. 

Others the Beneficiaries. 

On the one side discussion is rife 
here as to the bad effect on the Wil- 
gon boom and on the other opinion is 
divided as to who will be the bene- 
ficilary. Undoubtedly the movement 
for Oscar Underwood, the brilliant 
democratic leader of the house, as 
the man for the nomination, has been 
materially strengthened, and the most 
striking feature of the talk is that it 
comes from the northern democrats 
of the house. There is also renewed 
talk of Speaker Whamp Clark and 
Governor Harmon, of Ohio. 

The general impression seems to 
prevail that neither Wilson nor Har- 
mon can possibly get the necessary 
two-thirds to nominate and that either 
Oscar Underwood, of Alabama, Champ 
Clark, of Missouri, or Governor Foss, 
of Massachusetts, may be the compro- 
mise candidate. 

If Underwood Lived North! 

Beyond the shadow of doubt if Un- 
derwood, with his very remarkable 


record as the most effective democrat- 


ic leader of the house since the war, 
lived in either Ohio or New York, he 
would be nominated with a sweep. No 
other candidate could stand for a 
moment against him. The question 
now is simply as to whether or not 
his southern environment will militate 
against him sufficiently to deny him 
southern support, for it is generally 
conceded here that if the south should 
get back of his candidacy in a deter- 
mined way, no objection would be of- 
fered in the north. If he pays the

the outbreak may not occur tomorrow, 

But it has been long expected that 
the Manchu irreconciliables would 
unite in a massacre when all hope for 
the administration, had, vanished. A 
placard posted tonight indicates that 
the Manchu threats may be fulfilled. 
it calls upon ‘all loyal Manchus and 
Chinese to resist the abdication of the 
emperor to the death. 

Heavily Guarded,

Shi Kai resides, is heavily guarded by 
the premier’s own men, of whom it is 
said there are 3,500. Many Chinese who 
have not yet deserted the oity are 
preparing for flight tomorrow, and 
prominent followers of Yuan are tak- 
ing refuge outside their own homes 
tonight, hoping that in event of a mas- 
sacre they* will not be found:

AUDITOR RESIGNS; 
JOB IS ABOLISHED 


City Auditor Carl Hurst Will 
Retire From Office in 
March. 


The office of city auditor was abol- 
ished by council yesterday afternoon, 
to take effect on the first Monday in 
March. 

City Auditor Carl E. Hurst has re- 
signed, the resignation to take place 
on the first Monday in March. 

The special committee, composed of 
Councilmen Hatcher an@ Chambers and 
Alderman Candler, which was appoint- 
ed to investigate the auditor’s office, 
made a unanimous report that the 
office should be abolished. Alderman 
Candler, however, amended the report 
with the statement that he believed 
there should be auditing done in ‘= 
comptroller’s office. 

Auditor Hurst Resigns. 

Auditor Hurst decided to resign after 
the committee had met, and the resig- 
nation which he sent to council was 
as follows: 

“Gentlemen: There seems to be a 
decided effort on the part of certain 
members of the general council to 
abolish the position of city auditor; 
some on the idéa the position is un- 
necessary, as the work should be done 
by the comptroller’s office, and others 
are credited with having ‘various and 
numerous reasons that it is unneces- 
sary to mention. 

“Be these as they may. there is some 
dissatisfaction and unrest, and, re- 
gardless of my idea ag to the necessity 
of the position of city auditor, and 
what it might be worth to the city 
with the proper co-operation, etc. I 
feel it my duty as.a public servant to 
take a step that seems to me the most 
likely to prevent any further friction 
and the future progress of our munici- 
pality. 

“It has been called to my attention 
that. certain members of council have 
made statements of what they would 
do in the event the position was abol- 
ished: If this rumor is well founded 
and carried out, it would redound.to a 
serious loss to ‘the city and its future 
welfare, as the service of these gentle- 
men is worth infinitely more to the 
city than mine. 

“Rather than have this happen, I 
present to vou my resignation as city 
auditor, to take effect the first Monday 
in March, 1912, the end of the first year 
of the two-year term to which I was 
elected, and request that the $2,000 ap- 
propriated that will be left in the sheet 
as my salary be apportioned to the de- 
partment that will accomplish the 
most good with it, and that the ordi- 
nance be passed. 

“In doing: this, gentlemen, I am 
prompted by a sense of civic duty, and 
a duty I feel I owe to my friends in 
the general council; and I assure you 
it is done in the kindliest spirit, with 
no jill will toward anyone, and that, 
when I have severed my connection 
with the city, I will be only too glad 
to render any service I can to make 
the accounting system of Atlanta sec- 
ond to none. 

“Wishing each of;you a prosperous, 
harmonious and successful year in the 
handling of the city affairs, I beg to 
remain, most respectfully,

Dudley M. Holman, the governor's 
secretary, said this afternoon: 

“We received information, from 
sources which we considered - trust- 
worthy, and from six widely different 
points, that at. a secret meetin held 
at night, certain interests had t to 
New York to have two Black Hand 
bomb-throwers come over here to at- 
tack Governor Foss and other offi- 
cials, and give attention to their resi- 
dences. 

“The sources of information were 
considered important enough to war; 
rant sending notice to the state police 
and asking Police Commissioner 
O’Meara to guard the governor’s house. 
One confirmatory report came from 
Lawrence. 

“Tt was our information that the 
feeling against the governor was due 
to his action in sending the militia 
to Lawrence, as well as because he had 
signed the 54-hour bill, which is an 
issue in the strike.

Sentence of Prisoner Commuted 


to Present Service by 
President Taft 


“GLAD TO BE FREE MAN,” 
SAYS FORMER FINANCIER 


Owing to His. Serious Condi- 
tion, Patient Will Not Be Re- 
moved From Post Hospital 
for Some Time to Come. 
Major Baker Tells Him of 
News From Washington. 


Suffering from incurable disease, and 
his death a matter of a few months, in 
all probability, Charles W. Morse, New 
York financier, who has serve@ two 
years of a sentence of fifteen years in 
the federal prison for violation of the 
national banking laws, Is now a free 


man. 

Messages were received in Atlanta 
Thursday afternoon annourcing that 
President Taft had commuted the sen- 
tence of the prisoner to present serv- 
ice. The official notification was re- 
ceived by the warden, and by him ta- 
ken to the bedside of Morse, at the 
post hospital at Fort McPherson. 
where he has bee nan inmate for sev- 
eral months, on account of the condi- 
tion of his health. 

Glad to Be Free. 

“lt am glad to be a free man again,” 
was the only comment made by the 
prisoner, when informed by Major 
Baker, the post surgeon, of the action 
of the president. It was uttered in a 
weak voice which carried little or no 
elation, for the bed-ridden banker real. 
ized. that no mortal authority could 
release him from the clutches of his 
disease, 

Warden Moyer, who has been Morse’s 
jailer at the federal penitentiary since 
January 3, 1910, formally released the 
former banker. At the same time We 
turned over té him the sum of $84 and 
a number’ of. $mall trinkets in his pos- 
session at the time he surrendered his 
liberty. ct. eyes 

His Sister Arrives. — 

It wes shortly after dusk when 
Morse heard the good news. No mem- 
ber of his family was present, but his 
sister, Miss Jennie Morse, arrived a 
few minutes afterwards. Brothef and 
sister were left alone together, and 
what words were exchanged between 
them were not the affairs of outsiders. 
From Washington came two joyous 
telegrams from Mrs. Morse, and the 
sick financier brightened perceptibly, 

Morse will be removed from the post 
hospital as soon as he is able to stand 
an ambulance journey to an infirmary * 
within the city. He had another bad 
night with his heart, and was not so 
well Thursday, but his physician, Dr. 
A. L. Fowler, was hopeful that the 
go0d news might show favorably in 
his physical condition. Should he ga ain 
strength Morse probably will be re- 
roved to some sanitarium in Florida, 
and he hopes eventually to be able to 
go to Neuheim, Germany, where the 
baths may relieve his heart trouble te 
some extent, 

May Never Leave Georgia. 

It is extremely doubtfv! whether 
Morse ever will leave Georgia alive. 
While his condition is not critical as 
physicians understand the term, he ig 
euffering from three diseases regarded 
as incurable, and the end might come 
at any time. On the other hand, it is 
said, he might live for a year under 
favorable conditions predicated on his 
release from confinement. 

Four women nurses, all employees 
of the government, have been in con-

He 
may possibly live several months. I 
do not think he.can possibly live more 
than a year, and I do not think he will 
ever be able.to undertake any active 
work again. He was afflicted with 
these diseases before January, 1911. 

‘Tt will be absolutely impossible to 
move him from Fort McPherson for at 
least a week, and«~sssibly ten days. 
He may never be able to leave there. 
No plans have been.made as to where 
he will be tdken if he does leave At- 
lanta, though his New York physician 
has recommended that he be taken to 
Neuheim, Germany, a famous héalth 
resort.”

Morse Gets Freedom. 

Washington, January 18.—President 
Taft tonight commuted to expire im- 
mediately the fifteen-year sentence for 
violation of the national banking laws 
under which Charles W. Morse, the 
New York banker and “ice king,” 
served two years in the federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta, Ga. The commuta- 
tion of sentence, which gives Morse 
his complete freedom—but which, un- 
like d@ pardon, does not restore his 
civil rights—was granted upon recom- 
mendation of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham and Surgeon General Torney, 
U. 8S. A. According to the surgeon 
general’s report to the president on his 
condition Morse could not live. one 
month longer in confinement and even 
at liberty probably would not live six 
months. .- ‘ 

Statement of White House. 

The white house statement granting 
freedom to Morse follows: ' 

“The president this afternoon com- 
muted the sentence of Charles W. 
Morse to expire at once. This action 


was taken upon the recommendation of | 


the attorney general, based upon the 
following report of Surgeon General 
Torney: 


makes it clear to my mind that he is 
suffering from a combination of dis- 
eases due to degenerative changes 
which are incurable and progressive. 
The reports show that both the con- 
dition of the Kidneys and the heart 
are growing worse. I regard the at- 
tack of cardiac dyspnoea, or heart- 
block, from which he suffered on the 
morning of the 15th instant, as an 
ominous occurrence. In my opinion 
the prisoner's duration of life will be 
in all probability less than one month 
if kept in confinement, and in the 
event of his release under commuta- 
tion of sentence, it is not probable that 
he will live as long as six months.’ ”’ 
Mrs. Motse Arrives. 

Mrs. Morse, who arrived here today 
from New York, was informed late 
this afternoon of the president's clem- 
ency to her husband. 

The attorney general, immediately 
following the president’s action, tele- 
graphed to Warden Moyer of the At- 
lanta penitentiary, who technically 
was in charge of Morse even though 
he had been removed to the Fort Mc- 
Pherson hospital, to release the pris- 
oner. The army surgeon at Fort Mc- 
Pherson was similarly instructed. 
Morse will be .freed by the télégraphic 
orders, it being unnecessary for the 
Atlanta authorities to await the for- 
mal warrant of commutation, which 


will be sent by mail. 


Efforts made for a complete pardon 
were unavailing and under the law 
Morse could not be paroled until he 
had served tive years. Under the com- 
mutation he will be allowed to leave 
the army hospital at Fort McPherson, 
Ga., near Atlanta, at once. Recent ef- 
forts in his behalg developed the fact 
that his friends wished to take him ‘to 
Carlsbad, Germany, for treatment, and

Mrs, Morse Bears Pardon, 

Designatea as a special messenger 
by the attorney general's office, Mrs. 
Morse left Washington tonight for At- 
lanta, bearing her husband’s commu- 
tation papers. 

“I thank God,’ declared Mrs. Morse, 
in speaking of her husband's case, be- 
fore departing for Atlanta, ‘1 could not 
have lived longer under the strain. My 
heart was breaking. Mr. Morse’s life 
is almost ended. No human being can 
know the suffering I have enaured 
since my husband's imprisonment; I 
tried every Means to bring’: about his 
release. President Taft's act was one 
of simple justfte: -lf amy hvueband did 
any wreng he has more than paid the 
penalty. His hfe. has been forfeited. 
1 always have believed and always will 
believe that he was an innocent man— 
the scapegoGt of others. I have no 
hope that my husband will live more 
than two months, even though We can 
get him to Carlsbad, where he will 
have the benefit cf the baths. I have 
no criticism to make against any one 
I kno wall the officers acted accord- 
ing to a sense of duty. But it is hard, 
hard to think that my husband's life 
has been taken from him, and that he 
is paying the forfeit with his life.

Werk of Mrs. Morse. 

The commutation of Morse’s sentence 
came at the end of months of unre- 
mitting effort on the part of Mrs.

Morse and influential friends have be- 
sieged the department of justice and 
through it the white house for some 
mitigation of the sentence.

Bath, Maine, January 18.—The news 
of the pardoning of Charles W. Morse 
by President Taft roused the city of 
Bath, the birthplace of the financier, 
to a high pitch of excitement and joy- 
ousness tonight. A band was at once 
called out and bonfires were lighted on 
the green at Sagadopoc square. Led 
by the band, several hundred men 
marched through the streets burning 
red fire and cheering for Morse and 
Taft. 

Telegrams were sent to Mr. and Mrs. 
Morse and to the president, extending 
congrattilations, 


Why Morse Was Sentenced. 


New York, January 18.—Charles W. 
Morse’s rise to prominence in the busi- 
ness world was sensational and rapid 
and his fall spectacular. A career that 
began to all intents and purposes with 
his gaining’ control of the ice business 
in Maine in the late eighties and con- 
tinued through his practical domina- 
tion of .the ice situation in this section 
in later years culminated about the 
time of the financial panic of 1907. He 
Was then in control of upwards of a 
dozen banks, of steamship companies 
operating nearly 100 vessels, and was 
a dominating influence in a score of 
corporations. 


Then Came His Downfall. 


It was as vice president of the Na- 
tional Bank of North America that 
Morse was convicted of the crimes 
which sent him to Atlanta. It involved 
financial operations alleged to have 
been carried on for some time before 
his indictment In 1908. He was charged 
with being guilty of misapplication of 
the funds of the bank and with mak- 
ing false entries in the books of the 
institution. He was found guilty after 
a trial that lasted from October 15 to 
November 5, 1908, and was sentenced 
by United States Judge Hough to fif- 
teen years in the federal prison at 
Atlanta. The case was appealed and 
conviction on certain counts was not 
sustained, but efforts to overturn the 
jury’s verdict as a whole were unsuc- 
cessful and on Jaruary 3, 1910, Morse 
began serving his sentence.

The oldest pigs were not over 15 
months old and the same sow now 
has eleven pigs. Had I paid them the 
proper attention I am satisfied [ 
could have hag several hundred pounds 
more”’ 

All round meat sells for 9 cents a 
pound here, which means that from 
this one hog, which Mr. Womack 
raised himself, he realized $270. This 
is as much as the cotton from 6 acres, 
making a bale to the acre, at $50 a 
bale, would bring, saying nothing of 
the expense of making the crop and 
paying pickers to gather it. Mr. 
Womack in addition to this raised 
more than enough to feed his hogs 
and stock on and is now putting it 
on the market.

Four Negroes Also Meet Death 
in Central Crash Near 
Jonesboro.

The trains met 
head-on just east of Jonesboro, while 
both were running at a high rate of 
speed. Engineer Clark was instantly 
killed. His fireman jumped, and es- 


caped without injury. Engineer Col- 
lins, of the limited, stuck to his post, 
and was only slightly bruised.

Mack Clayton, the colored porter on 
the limited, was instantly Killed. One 
negro man and two negro women, who 
were passengers in the day coach, 
were instantly killed.

CUBA WILL REPLY 
TO THAT THREAT 


Indications Are That All the 
Factions Will Get To- 
gether. 


Havana, January 18.—'The reply of 
the Cuban government to the note of 
Secretary Knox, intimating that the 
United States government mfirht be 
compelled to intervene in Cuban af- 
fairs, will probably be made soon. 

An official statement was given out 
today regarding the conference last 
night at the palace between President 
Gomez and representatives of all the 
political factions and the. veterans. The 
statement is as follows: ’ 

“The meeting terminated with every- 
one breathing words of patriotism, a 
fact which filled the president with 
optimism, because he found in his old 
companions-in-arms and in all the 
others present a firm determination to 
save the republic, as might be expected 
from those professing their love for 
the Cuban fatherland.” 

Details of the terms of agreement 
reached at the conference have not 
been given out yet, and possibly they 
will be the subject of further confer- 
ence. It is probable, however, that one 
of the first actions to be taken will 
be the passage by congress of an act 
revoking the annulment of the civil 
service law, and thus putting an end 
to the pernicious attempts of the vet- 
erans to divide the Cubans into classes, 
contrary to the constitution. 

It is certain that all those who were 
present at the meeting at the palace 
pledged the interests represented by 
them to make every sacrifice in order 
to uphold President Gomez in his ef- 
forts to remove the faintest justifica- 
tion for American intervention. 

Colonel Orestes Ferrara, speaker of 
the house of representatives, after the 
conference, said that he was convinced 
that all the trouble was due to con- 
gress truckling to the veterans by 
abrogating the civil service law. 

Congressman Manuel Sacedes, repre- 
senting the veterans, said that they 
would now be satisfied with what they 
had already gained, although they 
still believe that the president's action 
in forbidding officers to attend meet- 


tional.

“‘We don’t believe,” loyally declares The Savannah Press, in an 
editorial reproduced on this page, “that Woodrow Wilson would 
show his ingratitude to a friend like George Harvey by requesting 
him to desist from supporting him.” Displaying that high interpre- 


‘tation of the ideals amd obligations of friendship for which he is so 


universally esteemed, Editor Stovall offers his real reason for an

The Press published this editorial the 
day before the publication of the official announcement of Harper's 
Weekly, of which Colonel Harvey is editor, that it had withdrawn 
from the support of the governor at his own request.

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TENNESSEE’S VENTURE IN PENOLOGY. 


¢ 

Prisoners in the Tennessee state penitentiary will now have the 
opportunity to go to school while working out their sentences, and, 
at that, their teachers will be graduates of some of the country’s 
foremost colleges and universities. 

The innovation, though it has been tried with success in other 
portions of the country, was suggested and is to be put into effect 
by the Rev. B. G. Regan, chaplain of the prison. Only those in- 
mates whose behavior has placed them upon the honor roll can 
matriculate. Under this ruling, it is estimated that the school will 
start with upwards of 100 students. 

No outside instructors will be employed, but the “faculty” will 
be composed wholly of convicts. Among these, it is stated, are sev- 
eral men who hold high record from many of the country’s leading 
educational institutions. In addition to the academic course, a pris- 
oner-expert will give tuition in business, bookkeeping and stenog- 
raphy. 

The idea is merely an elaboration of the new, benevolent and 
common sense penology, but it is a refreshing and constructive one. 


The old system taught, and practiced, that imprisonment was solely 


for punishment and humiliation, as our theories of yesterday held 
that inebriety was a crime, and the opinion of a century ago that 
insanity belonged in the criminal calendar. 

Society has been making remarkable discoveries of late, and 
none more important than that it pays more dividends to rehabili- 
tate a man than to crush him, and break his spirit. Under this be- 
nign and sensible dispensation the man incarcerated today stands 
a fair showing of emerging as an individual who will in’the future 
contribute to society rather than, as in the past, prey upon it. 

It is to be doubted if any prison authority in America has done 
more than Warden Moyer, at the Atlanta federal prison, to put into 
effect this conception of the twentieth century penology. Believing 
that men are no less human for the fact that they have temporarily 
stepped aside, he has inaugurated many uplifting reforms in the in- 
stitution under his care. The result has been a steady improvement 
of discipline. The far result will be a gain to society-at-large in de- 
creased crime and lessened cost of its detection and prevention, 
should such theories as those effectualized in Tennessee and near 


Atlanta become universal. 
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THE HOGK-WORM AND MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


Dr. A. C. Fort, director of field sanitation for the state health 
department, is preparing a report which shows, as a result of actual 
inspection, that hook-worm disease has been found in varying de- 
grees of severity in all but six of the counties of Georgia. Wher- 
ever the discovery has been made, efforts have, of course, been 
put forth to combat the plague, both in the matter of extermination 
and in forestalling its spread. 

This one branch of the work of the state department of health 
directs renewed attention to the necessity for state-wide medical in- 
spection in the common schools of Georgia. From time to time 
The Constitution publishes reports from isolated points where med- 
ical inspection is in force, all indicating the revealing of a large per- 
centage of defects among the school population of Georgia, and, 
subsequently, the taking of steps to remedy them. 

United States Senator Owen, of Oklahoma, charged in a recent 
public utterance, that federal and state governments paid incom- 
parably more attenton to the health of hogs and cattle than of 
children or their parents. The indictment is irrefutable, and is a 
blot upon American ideals. More especially in the matter of med- 
ical inspection of schools is there less excuse for neglect. 

The overwhelming majority of defects discovered in children 
of the school age may be remedied, or mitigated, with inconsidera- 
ble expense and effort. Ignored, they increase in severity, of course, 
handicapping the child more decisively with each year of its life and 
taking definite and enlarging toll of the efficiency with which it is 
assumed to begin its career. 

It would be a simple business investment for the general as- 


sembly to inaugurate a permanent and thorough-going system of 
medical inspection system in all the schools under its jurisdiction. 
In an issue of this urgency, money should not be allowed to weigh 
as an argument. ‘The first duty of the state is to conserve the 
health of its coming citizenry, and the most effectual time to dis- 
charge this self-evident obligation is when the small citizen is in 
his or her formative years, and most responsive to scientific treat- 
ment of physical or. other defects. : 
The state board is doing excellent work in its investigations 
with respect to hook-worm disease. But Georgia will not be ob- 
serving’a plain duty until she applies to the state-at-large the exact 
and careful inspection already of force in Atlanta, Fulton county

Washington, January 18.—That the 
southern farmer is paying more at- 
tention to diversified farming as well 
as adopting improved cultural methods 
is illustrated in figures compiled by 
the Southern Railway Company on the 
production of oats in the nine states 
traversed by its lines.

“Both Cannot Be Right.” 


(From The Savannah Press.) 

The opponents of Woodrow Wilson 
are impossible. They are nosing 
around in every corner seeking for a 
sign or a defection. 

Because Harper's Weekly has not 
had any encomium of the governor of 
New Jersey recently the gossips are 
busy. One side declares Pierpont 
Morgan has called off Colonel George 
Harvey, the explanation being that 
Mr. Morgan owns the bonds of the 
Harper’s Publishing House and pre- 
sumably controls those publications 
just as he is said to do The New 
York Sun. Wall street, of course, is 
especially and directly hostile to 
Woodrow Wilson, and the busybodies 
find a significant reason for the re- 
cent silence of the versatile and vol- 
uble editor of Harper’s Weekly. 

The other crowd, however, has an- 
other reason for Colonel George Har- 
vey’s supposed silence. They say that 
Governor Wilson came to the conclu- 
sion that the support of Harper’s 
Weekly was hurting him-in the west 


tion to discontinue its tributes. Ob- 
serve, these two reasons are diamet- 
rically opposite. One represents the 
cloture of the trusts and the other the 
satiety of compliment—two very dif- 
ferent things. It is not probable that 
either one is true. Mr. Morgan would 
like to cripple Woodrow Wilson's 
boom, but he realizes that the New 
Jersey executive is too strong with the 
people. We don’t believe that Wood- 
row Wilson would show his ingrati- 
tude to a friend like George Harvey 
by requesting him to desist from sup- 
porting him. 

Colonel Harvey, in a way, was the 
discoverer of Woodrow Wilson as a 
presidential candidate. He has been 
booming him for five years. Long 
pbefore Dr. Wilson Tesigned the presi- 
dency of Princeton the editor of Har- 
per’s Weekly began to expldit him as 
good presidential timber. Then he 
nominated him for governor of New 
Jergey, and since that time he has 
been pushing the Jerseyman and 
scholar right along. Savannah re- 
members his splendid tribute ‘to 
Woodrow Wilson at the Hibernian 
banquet last year. Under the ruling 
of the chairman the tribute had to be 
made impersonal; all the same it was 
eloquent anq scholarly and everybody 
knew who was meant. This address 
was afterwards published in The 
North American Review under the 
title, “The Issue, the Opportunity and 
the Man.” It was widely read. We 
don’t believe Colonel George Harvey 
is a man who could be bridled by 
Wall sreet or buffed by the mistaken 
friends of Woodrow Wilson who might 
want to call him down. We don't be- 
lieve that Woodrow Wilson himself 
has been a party to any such proceed- 
ing.

GOVERNMENT AID 
FOR GOOD ROADS 


Wm. Schley Howard Strongly 
Favors Appropriation From 
National Treasury. 


Washington, January 18.—(Special.) 
Representative Heward, of Georgia, 
was one of the speakers before the 
improved highway convention, and his 
address was heard with interest, and 
heartily applauded, His declaration 
that if the money now spent by the 
federal government for pensions could 
be applied to  road-building, that 
“within ten years a small Georgia mule 
could pull over theroads of this coun- 
try as heavy a load as forty bull ele- 
phants could now pull,” was greeted 
with shouts of approval. 

He contended that the United States 
government was the only one of the 
leading nations of the world which is 
today refusing to build national high- 
ways with government funds. He in- 
sisted that it was the duty of the fed- 
eral government to bear its just pro- 
portion of the expense of building good 
roads, since these roads were used by 
the government for the delivery of 
mails, as military roads in time of 
war, and as arteries of interstate com- 
Merce in times of peace. 

Howard's Statement. 

“The people of this great nation are 
determined that the federal govern- 
ment shall aid in the construction of 
improved highways,’ said Mr. Howard. 
“The demand continues to increase 
from year to year. Congress cannot 
much longer ignore it.” 

After telling of the great strides be- 
ing made in Georgia and the south in 
good roads construction, he said the 
co-operation of the national govern- 
ment in the work would not be spurn- 
ed. “My people do not fear infringe- 
ment of states’ rights, when the fed- 
eral government is giving them some- 
thing of value,” “he continued. “We 
Only object when they try to take 
something away from us. 

“The total road mileage of the 
United States is 2,199,645 miles, and 
only 190,679 miles, or 8.66 per cent, are 
improved. The states of Indiana, Ohio, 
New York, Wisconsin, Kentucky, IHli- 
nois,- California and Massachusetts 
have 108,093 miles of the total of im- 
proved roads. A thorough demonstra- 
tion of the fact that only the greater 
states can cope with the road question 
unaided. é’ 

“In 1911, throughout the Unit 
States, there was expended by lo 
governments on road improvement the 
enormous sum of $142,225,000. 

“The average cost of hauling in the 
United States by wagon is 25 cents 
per ton per mile. In France, Germany 
and England it is 10 cents per ton per 
mile. The cost of wagon transporta- 
tion alone in the United States is an 
annual tax of $800,000,000. Good roads 
would save the people $400,000,000 an- 
nualily. 

“Aided by good roads throughout the 
country, our farmers would have put 
into their pockets and saved the fol- 
lowing sums on our. three leading 
staple crops: Wheat, $10,256,058; cot- 
ton, $5,076,183; corn, $12,709,278; where- 
as it cost them exactly twice this sum 
for wagon transportation: on these 
crops, respectively. 

Benefit of Good Roads. 

“It is estimated that good roads in- 
crease the value of farm land from 
$2 to $10 per acre. In 1900 we had 
850,000,00 acres of vailable farm land; 
at a increase of $5 per acre, good roads 
would add $4,250,000 to our taxable 
values, ’ 

“The movement from the farm to the 
towns is almost entirely attributable 
to bad roads, thus enforcing social 
ostracism for a great portion of the 


ear. 

“In 1850, only 12.5 per cent of our 
population lived in cities. In 1910, 45.47 
per cent lived in cities of over 2,500 in- 
habitants. 

“The senator or congressman who 
takes the position that federal aid for 
the construction of good roads is un- 
constitutional must have some other 
scheme for which he wants an appro- 
propriation. If it is unconstitutional 
to appropriate money for internal im- 
provements, per cent of the sen- 
atora and congressmen of this govern- 
ment for the past hundred years have 
violated their oaths. 

“The sooner senators and congress- 


men discover that they don’t own the 


money in the treasury, but that it be- 
longs to the people, the better they 
will. serve their pebple. Talk about 
paternalism: Who said paternalism 
when the government gave 200,000,000 
acres of the people’s land to encourage 
railroad building, worth at least two 
billion dd@llars? 

“My people do not fear infringement 
of states’ rights, when the federal! gov- 
ernment is going to give them some- 
thing of great value. We only object 
when the federal government is tak- 
ing something from us.” 


TIGERS WORKING IN 
LIGHT MARCHING ORDER 


“This man had only a small amount 
of whisky, judge,” said Attorney John 
Boykin, speaking in police court yes- 
terday for a prisoner charged with be- 
ing a blind tiger. 

“None of them carry much  Iliquor 
now,” said Judge Broyles, authori- 
tatively. “They don’t wish to excite 
suspicion, so they carry only a few 
bottles, and go back to the nest when 
necessary to get fresh supplies.” 

Bearing out the judge’s statements 
was the evidence in several whisky 
cases, where negroes were arrested and 
it was found that they had only two 
or three, rarely more than four, bottles 
of liquor on their persons. It attracted 
little attention from the officers, as it 
was of small bulk. 

The day is past, according to the 
court, when a negro tiger plied his 
trade looking like an armored cruiser 
from the many bottles which might be 
seen through his clothes. The highest 
number ever taken from a prisoner 
was twenty-two half pints, secreted in 
his coat, trousers and shirt, held up by 
rubbers in the sleeves and around his 
knees, -amd in secret holes in linings. 
It saved time in delivery—but it was 
decidedly itnconvenient on: the race 
track, as Ivy street is called, with a 
couple of plain-clothes men after you.

Waycross, Ga. January 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The police of Waycross have 
received instructions to stop such 
dances as the “grizzly bear,’ the

ing to the edict handed out.

CHAMBER TO AID 
MANUFACTURERS 


Large Tract of Land to Be 
Purchased for Free 
Distribution. 


To secure for Atlanta manufacturing 
Plants which have heretofore been in- 
duced to go elsewhere by offers of ex- 
emption from taxation, free sites and 
other advantages not ordinarily had, 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
through a syndicate or association of 
its members, is planning to purchase 
1,000 acres of land near the city, re- 
taining a part and offering the re- 
mainder as free sités for manufac- 
tories, 

This step will be taken in order to 
promote Atlanta’s manufacturing in- 
terests and toprevent prospective new- 
comers who naturally like Atlanta and 
her advantages, but are offered induce- 
ments elsewhere, from leaving this 
city. The plan has been tried in other 
both in the north and south, 
and has always worked to the ad- 
vantage of the municipality. 

It is expected that the portion of 
the 1,000 acres that’ will be retained, 
after development will more than re- 
pay those who put up the money te 
buy the entire tract, and compensate 
the association for its trouble and ex- 
pense. 

In order to fully carry out the pro- 
posed plan, an assistant secretary to 
the chamber of commerce will be ap- 
pointed, and it is probable that this 
secretary will be an expert to act as 
head of an industrial bureau which 
will be an adjunct of the chamber. 

The secretary will work out plans 
for developing details of the proposed — 
action by an association, and will later 
devote his efforts to securing new 
manufactories and aiding established 
plants in need of help.

IN THE MILL DISTRICT 


Lawrence, Mass., January 18,.—N9 
disorders develcped today in conse- 
quence of the strike of 15,000 textile 
workers. Militiamen guarded the en- 
tire mill district, but they hag little 
to do and there were no serious 
Clashes. 

A better feeling toward the soldiers 
and regarding the situation generally 
was apparent throughout the day. 
During a parade of 10,000 strikers 
late this afternoon the temper of the 
marchers seemed good and cheering 
was frequent.

Washington, January 18.—A sharp 
attack on President Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
made in the senate today by Mr. Hey- 
burn, of Idaho, who protested that a 
communication from Mr. Gompers 
should not be received by the senate, 
He saiq that no communication should 
be accepted from that source after the 
revelations made in the McNamara 
case. 

Mr. Heyburn had a colloquy with 
several senators who insisted that 
any citizen had a right to address a 
communication to the senate. The 
Idaho senator demanded to know if 
senator could vouch for Compare 
citizenship. 

There was no reply, but when it was 
explained that the letter was simply 
to transmit a protest against power 
in the bureau of engraving 
and printing, Mr. Heyburn withdrew 
his objection. ; 

“I have developed this question as 
far as I care to at this time,” he said. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, criticised 
Mr. Heyburn for attempting to shut 
out a communication from the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. The latter 
replied that he referred to Gompers 
individually. 

“Would you sit here and receive : 
communication from the McNamara 
brothers, each as an official?” de- 
manded Mr. Heyburn of Mr. Reed. 

‘*‘Unhesitatingly yes,” replied the 
senator from Missouri. “I would re- 
ceive it from the best or the meanest 
of God Almighty’s creatures.” 

On motion of Senator Fletcher it 
was ordered that the protest sent in 
by Gompers be printed in the record. 
Senaturs Heyburn, Brandegee and Gal- 
linger voted in the negdtive. 

Mr. Heyburn said after this vindica- 
tion Mr. Gompers should nvocme a 
presidential candidate,

Favorable action by a subcommittee 
of the house committee-en agriculture 
upon the Burleson bill, which repeals 
the present oleomargarine law, insures 
the early report of.this measure, and 
the indications are favorable to its 
passage through the house. The meas- 
ure is of interest to cotton seed oil 
men generally, and to the dairy inter- 
ests of the entire country. ‘Ihe Dill 
provided for a ‘tax of 2 cents'a pound 
on oleomargarine, colored and uncol- 
ored, instead of one-fourth of a centr 


/On uncolored and 19 Gents on colored. 


As perfected in the committee, the bill 
provides a‘fiat rate of 1 cent a pound 
on both colored and uncolored. 

Southern democrats have for years 
been trying to repeal the anti-oleo law 
in order to provide a cheap and at the 
same time wholesome butter for the 
poor man. The decreased production 
of oleomargarine under the present 
law has curtailed the consumption of 
cotton seed oil which igs used in the 
preparation of oleo. The duirying in- 
terests have generally supported the 
oleo bill. 

The arguments advanced for the re- 
peal of the present law is that it is 
almost impossible of § enforcément. 


j Revenue officials say that oleo must be 


watchéd from the time it leaves the 
factory in the hands of the jobbers, 
dealer, and even the ultimate con- 
sumer, to prevent violations.

But it has been thought thai this 
charge was designed to discredit the 
premier with the Manchus&- Others 
accuse Yuan of working for his own 
interests and say he inteniled to be- 
come dictator, if he did not assume the 
throne, 
Imperialists Distrust Yuan. 

The imperialists who distrust him 
point out that he has persistently 
withdrawn his army, although the 
trained imperialist troops could easily 
disperse the untrained rebel volun- 
teers. It is also said tnat the with- 
drawal of the army from Nanking 
was at Yuan Shi Kai’s orders. 

Even after obtaining sufficient 
from the empress dowager 
and the princes for a month’s cam- 
paign ang after a request by the gen- 
erals that they be permitted to fight, 


' Premier Yuan continues to withdraw 


his forces. The proposition which he 


_is now making to Wu Ting Fang, the 
| republican 


minister of justice, is 
thought to be tantamount to a dicta- 
torship.. It is understood that he 
offers a compromise of abdication if 
the government. is left in his hands 
until a properly elected national as- 
sembly shall decide the form of gov- 
ernment, 

Some of Yuan's righthand men are 
Cantonese and other southerners from 
provinces which are recognized as 
rebel and several of his immediate 
supporters do not attempt to hide 
their anti-Manchu feelings. 

Bomb Thrown by Manchus. 

Whether the suspicions against the 
premier are false or true, they are 
given sufficient credence to cause the 
organization of anti-abdication bodies, 


‘against which Yuan Shj Kai has been 


compelled to take measures of defense, 
and jt issaid authoritatively thatthe 
dynamite bomb outrage against his 
life was the work of a Manchu fac- 
tion. 

So complex, indeed, is the sugges- 
tion that the foreign ministers no 
longer attempt to elucidate it for their 
governments. 

The three men who were arrested 
after the throwing of .a bomb at the 
carriage of Premier Yuan Shi Kai 
were put to death today by strang- 
ling.

ferring with tht president. Mr. Felder 
said: 

“H. M. Daugherty and myself were 
employed in May, 1911, to represent 
Mr. Morse in a number of civil matters, 
this employment coming some time 
after the president had refused a par- 
don. Martin W. Littleton, a well-known 
New York attorney, was at that time 
representing Mr. Morse in the matter 
of a pardon. 

“When Mr. Daugherty and myself} > 
were employed, nothing was said con- 
cerning any pardon, and it was some 
time later that such an idea crossed 
our minds. We had been making week- 
ly trips to the prison to see Mr. Morse, 
and while returning to the city one 
afternoon, sitting in a street car, one 
of us remarked that Mr. Morse ap- 
peared to be deteriorating, both 
mentally and physically. 


Interviewed Fowler. 


“We decided to interview Dr. A. lh 
Fowler, who had been prison physician, 
but who had since become a specialist. 
Upon assuring the doctor that it would 
be perfectly ethical to give us informa- 
tion ag to Mr. Morse’s condition, he 
told us that the banker was afflicted 
with at least two incurable diseases, 
and that the prison life was wearing 
upon him. Immediately we returned to 
the prison and had an interview with 
Morse, when we asked him about his 
own idea of his condition. He admitted 
that his belief was that he had been 
suffering from Bright’s disease for two 
or three years, but said that he had 
been keeping it a secret. Not even his 
wife or any member of the family sus- 
pected it. Morse seemed to be terribly 
shocked to find that his secret had been 
discovered. 

“Mr. Daugherty, accompanied by me, 
went to New York in July and August, 
and there saw Judge Hough, who tried 
Morse’s case. The judge declaréd that 
he had had no intention of sentencing 
the man to his death, and favored his 
release under the circumstances. We 
also saw Stimson, now secretary of 
war, who was prosecuting attorney 
when the Morse case was tried. Mr. 
Stimson promised to request clemency. 
We then saw the attorney general and 
the president, calling repeatedly upon 
them. It was following one of these 
conferences that the prisoner was 
transferred to Fort McPherson, for we 
had carried certificates from Dr. Fow- 
ler, which outlined the banker's condl- 
tion. It was only after we saw the 
president had no immediate intention 
of releasing Morse that we asked for 
the change in quarters. 

Morse Growing Weaker. 

“Following this change, some _ six 
weeks later, both Major Baker, the 
Fort McPherson surgeon, and Dr. Fow- 
ler certified that from week to week 
Morse was perceptibly growing worse, 
and that, unless he was released im- 
mediately, the crisis was inevitable at 
an early date. 

“With these certificates, Mr. Daugh- 
erty and myself went to Washington 
Monday morning. Following a confer- 
ence between the attorney general and 
the president, Tuesday evening I took 
a train home, expecting that the par- 
don would be made immediately, and 
upon my arrival in Atlanta, early 
Thursday morning, I was badly dis- 
appointed to learn that the pardon had 
not been sent. However, I am happy to 
say, it arrived tonight. 

“Mr. Daugherty and myself had 
numerous interviews with the presi- 
dent, the attorney general and other 
officials having tc do with the case, 
and, while we had expected earlier 
action in releasing Mr. Morse, and 
were greatly disappointed that earlier 
favorable action was not had, yet can- 
dor compels the statement that I am 
profoundly impressed with the idea 
that the presdent and the attorney 
general have been actuated all along 
in relation to this matter with the 
highest sense of duty, both to the gov- 
ernment and the prisoner. Both Mr. 
Daugherty and myself most cordially 
commend every act in respect to their 
consideration of the matter.”

of the Liverpool] leaders in the move- 
ment to establish the bureau. 

New Orleans will have three strong 
representatives at the Memphis confer- 
ence to oppose the plan in Mr. Glenny, 
W. B. Thompson, former president of 
the New Orleans cotton exchange, and 
Sol Wexler, vice president of the Whit- 
ney Central National bank. 

President Glenny’s Letter. 


President Glenny’s letter, in part, 
follows: 

“It has, during the very recent past, 
come to the notice of the New Orleans 
cotton exchange that further strong 
efforts are being. made to force this 
central bureau plan upon the southern 
cotton exporters, and we beg now to 
advise you that, in our opinion, 
unless the exporters and cotton in- 
terests of the south present a solid 
front of opposition to the injurious 
Plan and actively resist the efforts of 
the promoters thereof, there is grave 
danger that the New York bureau will 
become an accomplished fact and the 
irresponsible shipper will be placed 
upon the same plane with the respon- 
sible, to the great injury of the legiti- 
mate cotton trade and traders. 

“In order that this opposition might 
be most speedily and effectively felt, 
we beg to suggest that everyone with 
interest opposed to the bureau instruct 
the railroads and steamship lines on 
the form enclosed herewith not to 
send a copy of any of his or their bills 
of lading, or of the ship masters’ re- 
ceipts, to the central bureau_in New 
York, unless he or they specially re- 
quest them to do so. 


Strong Influences at Work. 


“Our purpose in making this sug- 
gestion is because we have reason to 
believe that strong influences 


to assist the bureau plan, and fur- 
ther, that at least two of these large 
institutions have yielded to this in- 
fluence. Again, the advocates of the 
bureau are also ac tively at work to 
induce as many shippers as possible 
to lend their names: to the plan and, as 
soon as the bureau is reasonably sure 
of its position, by reason of having 
obtained a sufficient number of bills 
of lading for validation, those advo- 
cating the system will be Setter able 
tc induce other large financial organi- 
zations who handle foreign bills to in- 
sist upon validation through the pen- 
eral bureau. 

“it will be remembered that in the 
resolutions adopted by the veorference 
of southern exchanges, it was stated 
chat if the validatioa plun goes into 
effect, it will retard or possibly pree 
vent the passage of laws making rail- 
road ani steamship companies respon- 
sible for the acts of their agents.” 


Salvage Treaty Ratified. 

Washington, January 18.—The sen- 
ate today ratified the so-called sal- 
vage treaty signed by representatives 
of the United States at the third in- 
ternational conference on maritime 
law at Brussels on September 33, 
1910. It is an international conven- 
tion which unified certain laws relat- 
ing to assistance and salvage at sea.
